It is 
entirely evergreen, grows naturally in the woods of Eastern and Central 
Texas, and into Arkansas, Oklahoma, Louisiana and eastward. 

The Youpon Holly is one of our most highly useful native hollies, since 
it is not only decorative, with evergreen foliage and attractive red berries, 
but it is far easier to grow in so many places where other hollies demand 
expensive soil preparation. It is much more tolerant of soil conditions than 
the usual holly, and will stand sun or shade. Only the female plants bear 


berries, the same as in other hollies. 


Since the Youpon 
Holly shears so easily into almost any 
form, it is frequently used as a sheared 
specimen at corners, between windows, 
before wall spaces, or even to make a 
display all by itself out on the lawn, etc.

These differ largely in that the Burford 
(Ilex Cornuta burfordii) usually has only 
one apical spine, where the Chinese (I 
Cornuta) has three very prominent spines. 
The Burfordii bears large red berries; 
whereas both berried (female) and non- 
berried (male) forms are found among the 
Chinese. 


The Burfordii is very popular. It's leaf 


seems somewhat darker green than Chin- 
ese, and it is possibly a little more up- 
right.

BERRIES ON HOLLIES... 


Hollies are either Male or Female, and only the female bears berries. Many female 


plants will not set berries unless the flowers are fertilized by pollen from a male 
plant. Pollination is done mostly by bees and insects. We can supply known male 
gray-way grown Youpon Holly plants. 


NEW HOLLY Vazcecces 


Many of the kinds listed aren't new, except they are known to so few 
people in many sections. Since hollies are so sure to be in greater use 
in our territory, we are growing quite a number of brand new hollies as 
well as some of the more promising of the older sorts. So far, we have not 
had much success with the Japanese hollies (I. Crenata.var.) and are not 
listing them at this time. They have black berries instead of red. 


DAHOON HOLLY (Ilex Cassine). A wond- 
erful sight in the late fall and winter 
with its abundance of red berries. Native 
Louisiana and east. 


AMERICAN HOLLY (I. opaca). An ever- 
green tree much admired in the woods 
of the southeastern part of the U. S. and 
westward into Texas and Missouri. We 
have several hundred various types, 
both male and female, some with very 
lovely foliage. Several varieties of Amer- 
ican Holly that we are growing are, 
Hume, Howard, and East Palatka. 


EAST PALATKA is a variety of American 
Holly that promises to be one of the 
best producers of berries and best to 
grow that we have tried in our nursery. 
We have had a number of specimen 
trees, some as much as $150.00, but all 
have been sold and customers have 
been delighted. We expect to continue 
to grow it in abundance. Few American

POSSUMHAW (I. decidua). Sometimes 
called “deciduous youpon"” because it 
sheds its leaves for the winter, but the 
female plants, a mass of attractive red 
berries, make a wonderful showing, and 
the berry branches are fine for decora- 
tion.

ENGLISH HOLLY (I. aquifolium.) Native of 
British Isles and other parts of Europe. 
Has what people know as the “real 
holly-looking leaf." Some call it, 
“Christmas Holly.” Apparently not so 
well adapted to our territory as the 
American Holly. It is widely grown in 
the Washington-Oregon section. 

ROTUNDA (I. cornuta, var. rotunda) is a 
dwarf form of Chinese holly, with very 
spiney leaves that really “look like 
holly.” lit is densely branched, and said 
to have red berries. (We have not seen 
it fruit). A plant is said to have reached 
a height of 18 inches and a spread of 
40 inches in 12 years. Excellent speci- 
men; good in planter boxes and for 
making low hedge. We are growing it 
in our nursery, and folks like it.

PRUNING FOR PLANTING 

Dr. A. F. DeWerth, Prof. of Floriculture, 
Texas A. & M. College recommends prun- 
ing newly planted hybrid tea (nearly all 
of our bush roses are H. T.) to about 6 to 
12 inches (4 buds should be left on each 
of 4 or S stems). 

We usually cut canes to anywhere from 
12 to 18 inches before shipping; so you'll 
need to prune them more, perhaps, at the 
proper time

But no—soon a green sprout appear- 
ed from below the graft, from the original 
wild or seedling roots. This sprout grew 
rapidly and soon began to bear pears 
And what pears! Nobody had ever seen 
anything like them. Experts in the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture said that so far 
as they knew, it was unlike any named 
variety. 

The cow had created an entirely new 
pear. The TEXKING is an early bearer— 
little trees only 3 to 4 feet high. The fruits 
are large, russet in color, and get sweet 
on the tree. It ripens early and keeps a 
long time. I have kept them in my refrig- 
erator until after Christmas. Flesh is 
smooth, with practically no grit. It's grand 
for canning and preserving—and tastes 
mighty good right off the tree. We have 
never seen a pear produce more heavily, 
and the tree is a good, upright grower.

How to Select Peach 


Varieties 

Scientific workers have found that peach 
trees must “sleep” for at least so many 
hours during the winter at temperatures 
of 45 Deg. F., or below, or they will not 
blossom or foliate normally. 

This number of hours for each variety 
is designated as its “chilling requirement.” 
For example, the Elberta peach, in order 
to blossom normally requires a rest period 
during the preceding winter, prior to Feb. 
15, of 850 hours of 45 Deg. F., or lower. 
These chilling requirements are indicated 
as: Elberta (850). 

For example, the map indicates that in 
the Waco area (W or 2 on the map), only 
four out of five years (80%), would have 
sufficient winter cold for 800-hour varieties 
to fruit. Therefore, varieties like Redcap 
(750), Redskin (750), Highland (750), Cor- 
onet (800), and Burbank July Elberta (750), 
would give more crops than Elberta (850), 
Dixired (950), Ranger (900), etc. 

For Area “I'’ W. Cross Timbers, you 

may select varieties with chilling require- 
ments up to Dixired (950),. Others such as 
Cardinal (900), Coronet (800), Ranger 
(900), Halehaven (850), and even some of 
the 750-hr. varieties are good. 
For Area “3” (N.E. Texas), most varieties 
with 750-hr. to 900-hr. chilling requirements 
seem to be doing fine. It is interesting to 
note that Fair Beauty (1050), has not been 
very successful in this area, but is a lead- 
‘ing commercial variety farther north in 
Arkansas. 

For Area 4” (N. Central Texas), about 
all 750-900-hr. varieties are used. As we 
approach Red Rvier, Cardinal (900), Dixi- 
red (950), Ranger (900), and Rio Oso Gem 
(950), are excellent.

In 1913 the late Helge Ness of the Texas Agricultural Experiment 
Station, crossed the wild dewberry with a red raspberry. A selection from 
the second generation introduced as the NESSBERRY, but it had some 
objectionable features; so Ness crossed his hybrid back to the wild dew- 
berry; and later, Dr. Yarnell self-pollinated some of the Ness backcrosses, 
bringing out three outstanding selections suitable for both home and 
commercial production, named as follows:

It 
was selected as the best commercial 
berry of the three, and is acid enough 
to can. 


All three Nessberries are nearer in habit 
of growth to the blacberry than to the 
dewberry. They grow long canes that may 
grow 15 ft. in one season; so in order to 
keep the fruit clean, grow canes 'on a 
single wire trellis about 30 inches above 
the ground. The berries are among the 
largest, and in flavor they seem to retain 
some of their raspberry ancestry. I have 
never eaten a blackberry that I have en- 
joyed any more than the Nessberries— 
they have a flavor all of their own.

“STREAMLINER is all berries the first summer, as it doesn’t produce many runners 
to sap the strength of the plant. I've seen berries as large as hen’s eggs. Sweet berry. 
and I've gathered berries on Christmas Day. 


“Gem roots seem more resistant to soil troubles. To keep it bearing the first 
summer, keep the runners all snapped off. If you let the runners grow, it will stop 
bearing. Streamliner outbears Gem 10 to 1 the first year, but the second year, Gem 
is equal to any for fruit. Gem is uniform in size, perfect in shape, and the finest 
flavor. Streamliner berries are perhaps the largest. Gem seems less susceptible to 
nematode than any. 


“Best time for planting is January 15th to February 15th, for then they don’t bloom 
too soon. Plant 8 inches apart in the row. rows 3 inches above the level. Irrigate 
down the middles (rows 24 inches apart). Fertilize with well rotted leaf loam, or with 
well rotted manure. Fresh manure will burn up the plants if you are not careful. SAW- 
DUST is one of the best materials for mulching in the row as it keeps the berries up out 
of the dirt. Late in the season, let the berries rot on the vine and the plants will go to 
making runners and new plants. 


“Destroy the old plants after the third year and start with new plants. This also 
gives you an opportunity to bring the soil to life by adding well rotted manure, 
superphospate and, if necessary to keep the soil acid, iron sulphate”. 


“I sold a man a thousand plants. He pulled off all the runners for 40 days and 
harvested 80 gallons of strawberries; then quit pulling off the runners and grew 20,000 
new plants”.
